Colonel HsKBT L. Srmsm, €ity 'Attorney •of 
Lonisville for the last eight yean, is a recog- 
nized authority on taxation. In a speech l)e- 
foro the Kentucky Commercial Couventiooi 
Colonel 8wNK j)ointed out that a large part of 
the assessable personalty ia ov cities and towns, 
especially that of an iatangihle ohamcter, such 
as caah, promissory notes, ac^counts, stocks, 
bonds and choses in action, i*, under present 
■laws, free from taxation altu^gether. There 
<will he always ineijualities in assessment, as 
Colonel Stone ]^>oiuts ont, where every man is 
practically his own assessor, intent npon giving 
as little as possible to the pvblic treasory. 
But the oommnnity is entitled to protect itself. 

Every state has the right of raising revenues 
after its own manner for state purposes. 'J'he 
various states, except Kentucky, rwogni/e the 
right of their cities ami towns to do the same 
for<city and town purposes.
